The annual session of the New England 


Southern Conference, which is to convene 
at South Manchester, Conn., this weekwill 
le an event of more than ordinary inter- 
est to the iwcnly-flvc thousand Methodists 
living wilhin Its borders.

It 
may be said that this Is speculation, and 
so It is, but the risks do not compare In 
any manner with puttlug money in the 
lands of men who hold oul false hopes of 
profits 
In grain and stock speculation.

Tho Greek government bas given "strict 


' orders" to stop the departure of this force 


ot "Irregulars;" but, It Is Beml-ofllcially 
explained, the Greek commander at Aria, 
Colonel Manos, Is "unable to spare men 
to Intercept them." Nobody .ever expected 
be would be able to "spare men" to do so. 
The Sthnlke Hetalrla probably counts blm 
among Its devoted members, as 11 does 
nearly all the officers In the Greek army, 
and tbe colonel can be counted upon not 
to Interfere 
with the. carefully prepared 


plans of tbe national league, which will 
make 
Greece 
a 
country worthy ot its 


glorious traditions, 'or succumb, bravely 
struggling to toe liist ,lu its efforts to 
bring about a realization of the dream for 
which Ita members have sworn to sacrjnce 
their lives aud all their belonging*. 


Reports from Arta also1 show that, should 


open hostilities break out there In the near 
future, the Greeks will probably be able 
to snatch at least several temporary vic- 
tories from tho Turks, as the Greek posi- 
tions are much stronger than those of the 
Turks, who, owing to the. recent heavy 
rains and bad roads, will have much dlffl- 


. culty in communicating with their base of 


supplies at Janla, even If tho Greek "Ir- 
regulars" are not In their way to prevent 
tuem from doing so. On the other hand, 
the Greeks are able to'reach Aria from 
Alhens in twenty-four hours, thus giving 
them n fine base of supplies, an immense 
advantage In a campaign such as the ono 
planned by the Greek leaders. Tbe volun- 
teers from this city' Lave already reached 
Arta aud more are on the way there. ,11 Is 
tbe Intention of the Greeks, when -all Is 
ready, to'attack -and capture 
Janlna, 


which, according.lo the treaty of Berlin, 
rightfully belong^, to Greece. 


To Cut Oft Sulonle*. 


Final!?, another force of "irregulars" Is 


preparing to cut oft (lie Turkish communi- 
cations • with Salonica, from where tbo 
Turks at Etassoha derive their supplies. If 
the attempt Is successful, and there seems 
no reason why It should not be so, thr 
three Turkish army divisions, the eastern 
near Stlonlcn;-the central, at Klassona 
and tbe western',- U Janina,. In-.addltlon l< 
the army corps at Grevena, will be cut off 
from communication with each other. In 
addition, the Gree» neot proposes to nuk 
things lively off Saloulca itselt, in orde 
to prevent the landing of supplies there. 


Tbe first move In the plan of campaign 


•was at H*ltlno, which was occupied by the 
Greek ineeulars after they had driven the 
Turks out of tbe place, nearly capturing 
the Turkish garrison.

CHINESE LABORERS AT THE NASH- 


VILLE EXPOSITION'. 


Secretary Gage and the Immigration offi- 


cera of the'Treasury Department are per- 
plexed as to the best'course to pursue in 
the matter of the immigration of about 
two thousand Chinese laborers for work 
In connection with the Chinese exhibit at 
the Nashville centennial exposition. They 
are brought here by the exhibitors for the 
erection of native 
buildings and 
other 


work in connection with exhibits from the 
celestial kingdom. 
Their importation is 


tacitly authorized by the act of Congress 
providing for the admission of exhibits 
trom foreign countries, which permits the 
landing ot the laborers necessary to the 
proper arrangement of the exhibits regard- 
less of the alien contract labor law and 
the Chinese exclusion act. on condition 
that persons excluded by those laws give 
bonds to leave the country at the close of 
their work aC the exposition. The Impor- 
tation of Chinese laborers la uld to be far 
In.excess of the number actually required 
for the exhibits, and it li t>ared that the 
majority will take up their, raldenee In 
this country in spite of their bond I. This 


course Is easy In Ihe case of tho Chinese 
jcrause of tbo extreme difficulty of Identi- 
fying them again after they have oiicc 
obtained a foothold. 


They came. In swarms under similar con- 


ditions at the Columbian exposition aud at 
he Atlanta exposition, and despite efforti 
:o soe that all were deported, it Is a no- 
torious fact that a great many of Ihem 
are still In this country. Secretary Gage

There is no reason why a library building 
should not be planned with a view mainly 
to meeting the demands of its

economy—as railroad stations are, and 
fcboolhouses, and banks, and chambers of 
commerce. What tbo 
requirements In- 


clude tho Providence Public Library has 
had an excellent chance to learn, for dur- 
ing ten of Its twenty yearn Its quarters 
have been so overwhelmed with new ac- 
cessions of books that the orderly bestowal 
of them became at iasi too great a'task 
for any ingenuity. Almost every defect 
or shortcoming against which It is desira- 
ble to guard In a. library building bas been 
met and noted there. And as" tbe trustees 
allowed the librarian, Mr. William E. Fos- 
ter, to have some *ay about'the Interior, 
Providence in-Its now library will avoid 
the beautiful mistake which Boston made 
at Copley Square. 


Dy tbe recent gift of (200,000 from John 


Nicholas Drown the trustees are enabled, 
taking funds already at their service, to 
erect a fino and dlgnlflcd fabric. Its cost IB 
estimated at only (325,000: yet it will, to a 
profitable degree, speak the latest word on 
the problem of the,public library. One 
may point out that the design reproduces 
some of the memorable characteristics of

When this pipe Is laid the Mnrehant'slrec 
sewage can be pumped

sewer, and this new 
and then" will take only the drainage o 
the esplanade and of Halidon hill. Thi! 
sewer will not take one spoonful ot sew- 
ago that docs not now enter the harbor. 


The drainage from the cottages now 


runs into the harbor at the shore. H wll 
und^r this plan be carried out into deep 
water, 350 feet cast of Lime Rock. If tut

pumped into thmmain sewer, leaving oiil 
the stonn water and the sewage from th 
few cottages discharging at the pier. 


The pier Is a.part of a plan adopted by 


the Park Commission, and the street com- 
missioner is simply carrying out Instruc- 
tions in building It. He presented maps 
showing the dredging of the harbor. He 
thought the pier would not colject sand 
or-any deposit, lie would not like to say 
positively what effect It would have with- 
out further examination. He , had used 
floats to learn the action of the .titles from 
the head of the proposed pier. At ebb 
tide they went outside; at flood tide up 
through the harbor; none came ashore. 
About a dozen houses of the one hundred 
and fifty in the Marchant street district 
have sewerage connection. 
Mr. 
Honey 


asked it the toard of health is not work- 
ing to have all houses connected with the 
sewers, and Captain 
Cotton said 
yes. 


Commodore Gerry asked a 
number of 


questions about the floats, wbich were 
answered. 


Commodore Gerry then said that while 


he agreed with the general statement made 
by Captain Cotton, and as a Xewporter 
might favor such a plan, as a yacbUmnn 
he opposed It. This is not a new question, 
and the New- York Yacht Club, as hereto- 
fore, sees no reason why any sewageshould 
he emptied into the' habor, even as a tem- 
porary expedient. He told of the action of 
ho New York hospital board at White 
Plains, where the emptying of the sewage 
was objected to by those on the river 
5ronx, and the hospital authorities then 
successfully adopted another method of 
disposal. There are many methods of do- 
ng this without polluting the water. 


Mr. Honey asked it the sewer could be 


^tended to Fort Adams. Captain Cotton 
said a pipe could be laid along the bottom 
of the harbor to the deep, water, where 
the current of the bay would dispose, of 
tho sewage. It In a question of" cost. Mr. 
Honey said he believed the 
taxpayers 


would not question tha cost of doing the 
work properly; their votes in the past 
show their willingness to support the 
board of aldermen in all matters for the 
improvement of the health of the city. He 
asked tho coat of the pier. Captain Cotton 
said it might bo J10.000 or J12.0M. If 
there Is to ho no pier, a part of this 
amount will be needed for a sea wall. Mr 
Honey said whatever was saved in this
